MADE DRAMATIC 
APPEAL FOR CLEMENCY 


But He Made the Mistake of Charging 
Conspiracy Instead of Confess- 
ing His Guilt and Suing 
for Oourt’s Mercy, 


Nathan Levin, president of the Hebrew 
branch of the Jefferson Club, was found 
guilty on 14 out of 16 indictments on which 
he had been tried jointly by a jury in the 
United States district court Tuesday morn- 
fing, and sentenced to 5 years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Levin is a saloon keeper at 935 North 
Beventh street and resides at 811 Carr 
street. His young wife and their tHree 
email children were in court Tuesday 
morning and Levin pointed them out to the 
court in asking clemency. 

Mrs. Levin wept bitterly when the sen- 
tence was pronounced and sobbed aloud 
subsequently as she sat by her husband's 
side in the United States marshal’’s office. 
It is not thought that the case will be ap- 
pealed. 

Five years in the max!mum penalty pro- 
vided by the federal statutes for aiding in 
fraudulent naturalization, but as Levin 
was found guilty on 14 separate indict- 
ments the court could have made his sen- 
tence 70 years. Levin's attorneys thought 
he might get ten years. 

Sentence was pronounced on Levin by 
Judge Amidon of North Dakota, who has 
been sitting in the case for Judge Adams. 
He talked to the convicted saloon keeper in 
an impressive manner before pronouncing 
judgment. 

When the jury brought in its verdict at 
11:40 after being out 15 minutes, Judge 
Amidon called Levin before the bar and 
asked him if he had any reasons to offer 
why sentence should not be pronounced up- 
on him. 

Levin moved nervously about a chair on 
which one hand was leaning and then he 
paid in a low voice:

MISSOURI STATE BOARD 
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They Are Being Examined | 
in the Theory and Prac- 
tice of Shearing 
and Shaving. 


Do you want to be a barber? If so, step 
up to room 312, Granite building. The state 
board of examiners will greet you and give 
you.every opportunity of showing your skill, 
If your demonstrations are satisfactory 
you will get a certificate entitling you to 
display a pole with serpentine curves. 

If not, it will be “back to the woods" 
with you. You will have to burn more mid- 
night oll studying the mysteries of razor 
and scissors. Then you can try again in 
three months. 

All this is in accordance with the state 
law, providing that no one can be a barber 
in Missourt Who does not satisfy the 
board as to his fitness to operate on the 
public. 

Nor is the applicant merely called upon 
to show that he can pare a beard without 
slicing off pieces of man. He must be pre- 
pared to battle with theoretical problems. 

This is where the average applicant dis- 
plays fear. He has with him his kit. In 
it are razors, scissors, strops, the full para- 
phernalia. But there is no pen. 

The first thing-handed to him is an ex- 
amination paper. He looks at it with 
mouth agape. 

“What precautions do you employ to 
prevent the origin of diseases germs in 
your shop?” “What would you recom- 
mend for the advancement of the bar- 
bers’ interests and the elevation of the 
craft?” catch his eye. 

He is terror-stricken.

CLUB STRUCK HIM 


E. R. Marshall Causes Arrest 
of James Arbuckle of 
Latin-American. 


MARSHALL WAS 
EJECTED FROM CLUB 


As Result of Controversy Over Con- 
tract His Belongings Were Put 
Out of Clubhouse and Its 
Privileges Withdrawn. 


James Arbuckle, manager of the Latin- 
American Club, will appear before Judge 
Tracy in the First District police court 
Wednesday morning to answer the charge 
of disturbing the peace, on the complaint 
of E. R. Marshall, an advertising solici- 
tor. 

Arbuckle was arrested at 11. o'clock 
Tuesday morning and taken to the Chest- 
nut street station. He was only obliged to 
stay there half an hour, and was then 
bailed out by George T. Parker, president 
of the club. 

Marshall, it is said, has been in the em- 
ploy of the Latin-American organization 
since last January. 

According to the story of Arbuckle and 
Parker he was dismissed a fortnight ago 
because they claimed he violated his con- 
tract. 

Arbuckle says he received instructions 
that Marshall's effects were to be put 
of the club and that he himself was not 
to be admitted. 

Arbuckle says that on Monday the be- 
longings of Marshall were duly placed out- 
side the club precincts. 

Tuesday morning, according to Arbuckle, 
Marshall arrived at the club with some 
of his effects in his hand. He entered the 
Club, and Arbuckle claims that he was or- 
dered out. Because he did not go Arbuckle 
says he pushed the man into the hall and 
closed the aoor. 

Marshall's story is that Arbuckle not only 
pusheé him, but also struck hjm. This is 
what he told the police at the Chestnut 
Street Station. 

At any rate, after landing in the hall 
Marshall went in quest of a policeman, re- 
turned with him, and had Arbuckle ar- 
rested. 

Marshall claimed to have been struck in 
the neck. It was stated at the police sta- 
tion that no marks were noticed on him.

FIREMAN KNEW ONLY HIS DUTY 


Overcome Twice by Flames, He Slipped 
Back to Fire Each Time, Third 
Exhausting Him. 

NEW YORK, May 19.—At a fire In a busi- 
ness building on Worth street last night 
several firemen were injured. 

Soon after the fire was discovered’ a sec- 
ond alarm was sent in. The first company 
to respond was No. %, every member of 
which was hurt. Six of the men seized a 
line of hose and rushed into the burning 
building to the third floor rear, occupied by 
the Automatic Vending Co. Hardly had 
they begun to play the water on the fire 
when the flames turned and almost over- 
whelmed them. 

Some were unconscious for several min- 
utes, overcome by the terrible heat and 
stifling smoke. Comrades dragged them 
out. 

Meanwhile other companies had arrived 
and were pouring water on the fifth floor. 
The wooden trimmings to the building 
were of pine, and they burned so fiercely 
that the water boiled as it was poured on

LARS AGENTS 
AGITATED RIOTS 


-— 


Former Resident of Kishineff 
Says Jewish Massacre 
Was Premeditated. 


“Agents of the Russian officials are re- 
sponsiliic for the riots and the murders of 
Jews in Kishineff. We must distinguish 
between the government and its agonts. 
The Czar is a good man and has acted 
promptly in the matter, but the agents 
of his officials cause the trouble.”’ 

This was the statement of Mark Lev 
of the Jewish-Chrisuan Mission at 712 
North Eleventh street, to the Post-Dis- 
patch. Mr. Lev is a lawyer who practiced 
his profession in Kishineff from 1575 to 
1892. He is a native of Odessa, Russia, and 
is acquainted with the leaders of the Jews 
as well as of the Russians at the scene 
of the recent massacres. 

“Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador, 
says there is a feeling in Russia against 
certain of the Jews who will not engage 
in agriculture, but are money-lenders. He 
says they take advantage of the Jewish 
peasants, to whom they lend money and 
finally destroy them. 

‘This is not true. It is not the peasant 
who hates thé Jew. It ts tie officials and. 
the higher classes. The peasants live at 
peace and on friendly terms With the Jews. 
The Jews help. the peasants when they get 
in trouble 

“The officials and the higher classes 
make the Jew the scapegoat for every 
crime which happens. They keep agitators 
working against him among the peasants. 
These riots are caused by such agitators 
who lead the peasants easily. 

“The Jew is not exclusively a money- 
lender in Russia. Jews there are mer- 
chants, masons, cobblers, jewelers, law- 
vers. In fact, they are in every kind of 


work. . | tal) ata oP. 


Russian Jews . 
Make Good Farmers. 

“They are not opposed to agricultural 
pursuits, as Count Cassini says. On the 
other hand, they like agriculture and 
make good farmers, but the Russian - 
ernment will not allow them to own land 
in the country and villages. They can own 
city land, but not farming land. Under 
Alexander II, who allowed them to buy 
farms, they made the very best farmers, 
and between 1850 and 1881 the value of 
land was quintupled. But in 1881 the Jew 
was excluded from the farms and since 
then he has had to confine himself to the 
cities. 

‘‘Alexander II had good intentions and 
tried to establish farming colonies for the 
Jews. But the executors of his plans pock- 
eted most of the money he set aside for 
them and only in a few instances were 
good colonies established. Such as there 
were are still flourishing. 

“Another indication that the Jews like 
agriculture is that in Bessarabia many of 
them use their city land for gardens, sell- 
ing the truck to the people of the cities. 

“It is not the Jews, that have ruined 
Russian peasants. It is the high taxes and 
the liquor, or vodka, which the govern- 
ment selis to them.” 

“The Russian government is a big 
saloon keéper and has a monopoly of the 
business. It is while under the influence 
of vodka that the peasants are easily in- 
cited by agitators against the Jews. 

“The real reason probaly for official 
hostility to the Jews is the failure of the 
attempt to unjew the Jews. As Count 
Cassini says the Russians want to assim- 
ilate all other peoples In their midst and 
the Jew won't be assimilated. When 
permitted, the Jew makes a loyal ¢itigen. 
He is a good soldier as well as faithful 
in his civil life. But he will not lose his 
nationality. And the Russian officials 


hate him for that reason.

No Bearing on 

Later Convictions. 

The court’s ruling in the two cases has 
no bearing on the cases of Edmund Bersch, 
Charles F. Kelly, Charles J. Denny, and 
Other former delegates who have since 
been convicted of perjury/ in the Subur- 
ban boodle case, and whose appeals are 
now pending. 

The convictions of Lehmann and Faulk- 
ner were obtained before the return of J. 
K. Murrell from Mexico, and were based 
on the unsupported testimony of Aftorney 
Paul Reiss. In each of the perjury cases 
tried since Murrell's return, not less than 
three of the former colleagues of the ac- 
cused men have appeared as state's wit- 
nesses. 

Noihing in the court’s ruling of today 
is considered especially applicable to the 
later cases. One of the principal grounds 
for reversal is that the statements of h- 
mann dnd Faulkner to Reiss were ‘‘privi- 
leged communications” 
torneys. This has no paraliei in the la 
cases. 

‘The court holds that the indictments

HOMER MOORE'S NEW 
OPERA HAS MERIT 


Homer Moore and some of his pupils gave 
a number of selections from Mr. Moore's 
iatest opera in his series of American 
operas at Odeon Recital Hall, last night. 
Mr. Moore calis this opera “The New 
World,” and in the series it will be No. 1, 
although it is not the first in order of 
composition. 

The work possesses much merit, both 
musically and dramatically. It teile a ro- 
mantic story and it contains some musica! 
effects, especially in the ensemble numbers, 


that are brilliant and striking. From all 
that could be judged from hearing the 
numbers sung without any stage accesseo- 
ries, some fine effects will be aeveloped if 
ever the opera shall get a production—to 
secure which, Mr. Moore declared last 
night, was about ten times as difficult as 
to compose the opera. 

The opera tells the story of the discov- 
ery of the New World—not the cold, hard 
facts of history—but the romantic events 
leading up to it. These events have been 
woven about the possession of a dagger- 
cross, Which a priest gives. to Armedo, @ 
rival of Columbus. Whoever shal! possess 
the dagger-cross and shall lose possession 
of it before three year shall be under a 
curge. Whoever shall ess the cross 
and shall re on of i for more 
than three y be under a 
curse, although for the first three years 
good luck shail be his portion. 

First Armedo has the dagger-cross. To 
kill Columbus he throws the weapon at 
him. Columbus is unhurt, but obtains pos- 
session of the daggér and for three years 
is successful. Refusing to give up the dag- 
ger at the explration of that time, he 
falls beneath the curse and dies in neglect. 

The love interest is centered in Columbus 
and the. Indian maiden, Monona, and the 
New World tragedy is the killing of Mo- 
nona’s brother, Rehaqgua, by Lieula, the 
female accomplice of Armedo. The story 
is certainly an yn | interesting one. 

The impression gained from hearing the 
opera sung without any stage settings and 
consequently with no action, wae that there 
was too much orchestration and that when 
the work comes to be staged this will have 
to be shortened to bring the production 
within the time of an evening's entertain- 
ment. The music is very much Wagner 
and there are certain passages that remind 
one strongly of that composer.

ST. PETERSBURG, May 19.—Gen. De 
Roaben, governor of Kishineff, has been 
dismissed from the office and degraded 
from his military station by the Czar’s 
order, for failing to take the proper meas- 
ures to protect the Jews of Kischineff from 
massacre. 

The general had powerful influences 
back of him, but the Czar, who ts said to 
be really saddened by the Kishineff out- 
rages, declines to show no mercy for the 
officer whom he held responsible for 
therm. 

It is said that not more than 1000 persons 
were in the mob that murdered the Jews 
and pillaged their shops while 6000 soldiers 
and police were in the city. 

The Czar has announced that all the 
guilty must be punished and the courts are 
passing sentences ag fast as they can. 

It is the desire of the government to 
make examples of Kishineff rioters and 
thus prevent similar outrages elsewhere.

HOW DID SECOND 
EXCISE BILL DIE 


Grandjury Will Inquire Into 
Fate of Anti-Seibert 
Measure, 


The fact that $10,000 was used to defeat 
the bill providing for the reduction of the 
fees of the excise, commissioner of St. 
Louls at the 1899 session of the legisiature 
leads Circuit Attorney Folk to believe 
that pecuniary methods were employed to 
accomplish similar results at the recent 
session. 

All persons who are thought to have any 
knowledge of this legislation will be cited 
before the grandjury. 

It is recalled that every effort to place 
the official income of James M. Seibert on 
& salary basis was biocked. 

The first man who proposed to bring 
about this change was Representative John 
W. Farley of Platte County. The latter 
prepared a bill to change the present ex~ 
cise law and give the commissioner a reg- 
ular salary of $5000 a year. 

Soon after ‘“‘Jim’’ Seibert, the leader of 
the state ring, appeared on the scene Far- 
ley underwent a remarkable reversal] of 
form. 

“I have decided not to introduce the bill 
against Seibert,’’ said the Platte County 
statesman. 

_ Everybody looked and wondered. 
“What is the reasn?’’ Farley was asked. 
“O,"’ he replied, “I only got up that bill 

because of a little difference one of my po- 

litical friends had with him and now that 
is settled to my satisfaction.” 

A legislative committee had just re- 
sported to the assembly that Seibert re- 
ceived $18,000 net during the year 1902. 


Committee | 
Spoke of ‘“Rakeoff.” 

This committee referred to the income 
as ‘“‘the commissioner's annual rakeoff.”’ 

Then another reforming Richmond, Rep- 
resentative Golden of Nodaway, entered 
the field. 

It was Golden's plan, so he set forth In 
a bill, to give “Boss Seibert 25 per cent 
of the fees of his office. 

This bill was sent to the fees and sal- 
aries committee of the House, of which 
Representative Thomas J. Leonard of St. 
Louls was the chairman. 

Mr. Leonard said he intended to call 
a meeting at once and report the meas- 
ure, which he pronounced a good one. 

Despite the rule requiring that all bills 
must be reported out of committee in ten 
days, Leonard permitted the bill to re- 
main in committee. 

Finally he announced’ that he had de- 
cided to let it die a slow death. 

“And.” he added, “I don’t care whether 
I am roasted about it either.” 


Another proposal which was never car- 
ried out was tor an inquiry into the con- 
duct: and management of the excise com.- 
missioner'’s office. 

Representative Willlam J. Schoenlaub 
of St. Louls prepared a resolution call- 
ing for an investigation of the charg 
that the excise commissioner peddle 
dramshop licenses to certain individuals 
at the rate of $100 each. 

Seibert did not deny this irregularity, 
but said that grocers and others who aid 
not have regular barrooms were entitled 
to this concession. 

The law says that all dramshops shall 
be classed alike and that each shall pay 
a license of $600 annually. 

At the outset the excise commissioner 


received all the fees of his office. From 
each saloon keeper he collected $12 a 
year. Then the state machine changed 
the basis to 40 and 60 per cent, eiving 
the latter amount to the state. 

An additional fee of $6 was added, so 
that today each saloonkeeper must pay 
to the excise commissioner $18 a year. 

St. Louis saloons are increasing at the 
rate of 100 Per month, and the fusmnotians

BOAT CAPSIZES’IN 
STEAMER'S WAKE 


Three Men Have a Narrow 
Escape From Drowning 
at Venice. : 


Two men floated down the Mississippi 
river Monday night clinging to the bottom 


of an upturned boat, far enough from the 
Illinois shore to prevent the crowd which 
ran along the bank from rescuing them. 

The would-be rescuers shouted encour- 
agement and searched every bend from 
Venice to Brooklyn for a boat, finally se- 
curing the services of Thomas Staunton,

and picked the men up. 

They were Edward Wallis and Paul 
Gross of North St. Louis.
